WASHINGTON, Oct. 6 (AP)— 
John L. Lewis turned down a re- 
quest of bituminous coal opera- 
tors today to end the soft coal 
strikes, but the Government. did 
ni press the issue. 

The operators made their plea 
at a conference with Secretary of 
Labor Schwellenbach, who told re- 
porters he did not himself ask 
the United Mine Workers presi- 
dent to end the strikes. 

About 159,000 men are idle in 
more than 600 mines in a con- 
troversy which sprang up over 
recognition of Lewis’ supervisory 


union. 
(About 550,000 workers were idle 


in walkouts and layoffs across the 


country.) 

Schwellenbach indicated that 
he was withholding his own plea 
to end the coa) strikes until next 


week in case the conferences 
which he called with the operators 
and miners fail to produce a solu- 
tion, 

Lewis disclaimed responsibility 
for the stoppages, saying they 
were begun by the local unions of 
his United Clerical, Technical and 
Supervisory Employes, in a fight 
for recognition by the operators. 

The producers insisted that 
Lewis had inspired the strikes 
and could end them. 

The conference will 
Monday. 

“A Good First Day.” 

After today’s sessions, Schwe} 
lenbach said that “it was a good 
first day, but I don’t know that I 
could report progress.” He said 
-he was unable to see that either 
side had changed its position. 

The operators have been insist- 
ing that the miners return to work 
before they will discuss the merits 
of the foremen dispute. In the 
meantime, the National Labor Re- 
Jations Board is speeding a decision 
in the first case involving the 
Lewis's supervisory union at the 
Jones & Laughlin Steel Co. mines. 

Schwellenbach said he told both 
sides that it was necessary that 
the strike end because of the 
threat to coal supplies. Asserting 
that he had been reluctant to 
recommend seizure of the strike- 
bound oil facilities this week when 
his conciliation efforts to end a 
strike of CIO oil workers failed, 
Schwellenbach said he would be 
“just as reluctant” to seize the 
coal mines. 

Schwellenbach disclosed that he 
means to make a test case within 
the next week of some requests 
for a wage increase which would 
involve increasing prices. A case 
will be started through the War 
Labor Board and sent to the Of- 
fice of Economic Stabilization for 
a decision. 

Both Sides Unyilelding. 

Neither Lewis nor the soft coal 
operators would give an inch in 
their “preliminary talks with 
Schwellenbach. 

The operators insisted they 
®ould remain “adamant” against 
permitting their supervisory em- 
ployes to become members of 
Lewis's United Mine Workers 
union. 

Lewis was just as firm in his 
position that the operators must 
sit down and discuss the problem.

SCRAPED the last of the 
rice from my«mess kit and 
looked out across the lit- 
tle clearing. My aides, Maj. 
Johnny Pugh and Capt. Tom 
Dooley, were walking up to 
the battered trailer — that 
served as my headquarters on 
Bataan. 


‘‘About time to go, Gen- 
eral,’’ Johnny said. ‘‘General 
Sutherland said the boat 
would be at Mariveles at 
noon.’’ 


I got up, put on my tin lid 
and got a leg up on our jeep. 
We bumped down the pre- 
tense of a road to the piers 
of the little village that sits 
on the southern tip of the 
peninsula. My orderly, Sgt. 
Hubert Carroll, kept one 
weather-beaten eye on the air 
above our jeep all the way to 
Mariveles. But this day— 
March 10, 1942—there was no 
strafing. At least for us. 


The boat was there waiting for 
us, a little paint-chipped motor 
launch which was used to ferry 
back and forth between Corregi- 
dor and Bataan. 


“Wonder what he wants, Gen- 
eral?” Pugh asked, as we stood in 
the boat and watched the gloomy 
island fortress come closer. 


I kept my eyes on Corregidor. 
“Wish to God I knew,” I an- 
swered. “All I know is that Suth- 
erland phoned last night and told 
me to come over, the General 
wanted to see me.” 

MacArthur was not at the pier 
when we tied up, naturally. He 
was not at his office in Malinta 
Tunnel, either. But his chief of 
staff, Maj. Gen. Sutherland, was 
in the office. He took me aside, 
and in a quiet voice he let me 
have it quickly: 

“Gen. MacArthur is going to 
leave here and go to Australia,” he 
said. “He’s up at the house now 
and wants to see you. But I'll 
give you a fill-in first: 

“The President has been trying 
to get him to leave Corregidor for 
days, but until yesterday the Gen- 
eral kept refusing. He plans to 
leave tomorrow evening around 
6:30 by motor torpedo boat for 
Mindanao. A plane will pick him 
and his party up there and fly us 
the rest of the way. Tel] no one— 
no one—of this until the morning 
after next, the morning of the 
twelfth. 

“The General plans a number of 
changes.

“Jonathan,” he said, as we 
sat down, “I want you to under- 
stand my position very plainly.

JAP PERSECUTION OF 25,000 
OF CHRISTIAN FAITH REVEALED 


Church Forced to Disband, Four 
Leaders Killed, Others Subjected 
to Atrocities, Domei Says. 
TOKYO, Oct. 6 (AP)—Domei 
news agency said today that 25,- 
000 Christians, members of the 
Japan Holiness Church, were tak- 
en into custody in 1943 when a 
“wave of religious persecution” 
swept the nation and that the 
church was forced to disband 

April 7, 1944. 

The agency said four church 
leaders met death in prison, others 
were “subjected to untold atroci- 
ties,” and their followers were 
“coerced to renounce their belief 
either by intimidation or torture.” 

The Holiness Church was 
founded in 1901 by Juji Nakada, 
graduate of a theological college 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 6 (AP)— 
The United States has decided to 
abolish Shintoism as a state reli- 


gion in Japan, it was officially 
disclosed tonight. 

This measure, one of the most 
drastic yet determined upon in re- 
making Japan into a peaceful na- 
tion, will not affect Shintoism “in 
so far as it is a religion of indi- 
vidual Japanese,” the announce- 
ment said, 

However, the cult is to lose its 
government support, its special 
taxes, its place in the schools of 
Japan and its official enforcement 
of the people. 

The policy was announced by 
John Carter Vincent, chief of Far 
Eastern affairs at the State De- 
partment, who said all those spe- 
cial privileges which Shintoism 
had as a state religion are “to be 
done away with.” The state reli- 
gion has been regarded as one of 
the powerful controls which Ja- 
pan’s militarist leaders exercised 
over their people. 

Vincent was one of three policy- 
forming officials who appeared on 
a State Department broadcast 
over the National Broadcasting 


and Capt. R. L. Dennison, Navy 
Department member on the Gov- 
ernment’s policy-making commit- 
tee for Japan. 

Among them these three made 
one of the most comprehensive re- 
ports on Japanese occupation pol- 
icy and problems which has come 
from the Government since Presi- 
dent Truman released his basic 
instructions to Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur. Here are the high spots 
developed by each of the three: 

1. Vincent—There is no “strained 
relationship” between Gen, Mac- 
Arthur as Allied commander in 
Japan and the State Department. 
MacArthur has welcomed civilian 
advisers and more are to be sent 
to him. 

2. Dennison—The Navy “will 
have to exercise potential control 
over Japan” long after withdrawal 
of troops. This indicated that chief 
United States reliance will be on 
blockade controls for keeping 
Japan weak, 

3. Vincent—Occupation of Japan 
will continue until the country is 
demobilized and demilitarized and 
“well along the path of liberal re- 
form.”

He said the situation in Ba- 
varia which led to the transfer of 
Gen. George S. Patton was only 
an isolated incident in the gen- 
eral de-Nazification program, He 
asserted that from what he saw 
in the press he did not think the 
American people were receiving a 
picture of the tremendous work 
being done in Germanv. 

McCloy disclosed that while Gen. 
Mark Clark in Austria received 
his political directives from the 
combined chiefs of staff, Eisen- 
hower was in command not only 
of troops in Germany but Aus- 
tria as well. 

McCloy said Eisenhower was re- 
sponsible for seeing that policies 
of the combined chiefs of staff 
were carried out, whether in Ger- 
many or Austria. Eisenhov er's 
position regarding Austria has not 
been made clear before and some 
confusion existed even in head- 
quarters of United States forces 
in the European theater.

KLUANG, Johore State, Oct. 6 
(AP)—Evacuation of the surren- 
dered Japanese legions of Singa- 


pore and Malaya to three unin- 
habited tropic isles where they 
will be held in indeterminate exile 
is scheduled to begin next week. 
There, almost astride the Equa- 
tor, the beaten Japanese must 
carve out a new existence for 
themselves with pick and shovel, 
axe and saw. 
The project involves perhaps

only the essentials. These will

The islands which they will oc- 
cupy are Batam, Rempang and 
Galang, almost due south of Singa- 
pore in the Dutch Riouw Archi- 
pelago.

Japanese comfort girls will ac- 
company enemy soldiers and sai- 
lors into the tropic exile, for they 
fit into the category of surren- 
dered enemy personnel.

Expelled From 
Court, He Refuses to 
Return and Trial Pro- 
ceeds Without Him or 
Attorneys. 


PARIS, Oct. 6 (AP) — Pierre 
Laval, expelled again from his 
trial for treason, adamantly re- 
fused to return to court today and 
the trial proceeded without him 


or his ottorneys. 

Declaring jurymen had shouted 
at hin. “swine!” and “you deserve 
to be hanged!” Laval asserted: 
“The high court will condemn me 
without having judged me!” 

He charged “the court fears the 
truth” and that a crime was being 
committed against him. 

Quarrels With Court. 

The former chief of the Vichy 
government was thrown out of 
court for the second time in three 
days of tumultuous proceedings 
after a heated argument with 
Judge Paul Mongibeaux and 
Prosecutor Andre Mornet. 

The court, after deliberating 
with the jury for 50 minutes, de- 
cided to readmit Laval. He re- 
appeared briefly and announced 
that he would take a silent defense 
in protest against the manner of 
conducting ‘the trial. 

Shortly afterward a recess was 
ordered and this time Laval flatly 
refused to return when summoned, 
asserting he could be led back 
only in handcuffs. He even for- 
bade his attorneys to re-enter the 
tribunal, 

The judge then announced that 
the trial would proceed anyhow 
and called the first witness for 
the prosecution—former President 
Albert Lebrun.

BERRYVILLE, Va., Oct. 6 (AP) 
—Former Senator Bennett Champ 
Clark of Missouri and Actress Vio- 
let Heming were married today— 
but the best man got more atten- 
tion than the bride and bride-

The best man was President 
Harry Truman, who came from 
the White House to “stand up” 
for his old friend and former fel- 
low Senator in this little northern 
Virginia town of 1500. 


When the President and his 
party drove up to the back of the 
century-old Grace Episcopal 
Church, state troopers and secret 
service men had trouble holding 
back hundreds of spectators. In- 
side the church the 50 invited 
guests had arrived early. They 
turned their heads excitedly as 
bustle in the anteroom indicated 
Truman’s arrival. 


Shortly after 11 o'clock Lt. 
Comdr. Harry F. Byrd Jr., U.S.N.,, 
son of the Senator from Virginia, 
escorted Mrs. Truman to a front 
pew. She wore a black dress and 
hat and a huge corsage of pink 
roses. Close behind her, Margaret 
Truman, in a russet suit, black 
hat and wearing a pink corsage, 
was escorted by Lt. James M.

COLE SAYS BARRACKS IS DOING 
G00D JOB IN DEMOBILIZATION 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 6 (AP)— 
The Army is doing “a very good 
job” in demobilizing men at Jef- 
ferson Barracks, Mo.,, and Fort 
Sheridan; Ill., Representative Cole 
(Rep.), Missouri, reported last 
night. Cole was one of a group of 
Republican House members who 
visited the two Army demobiliza- 
tion centers after receiving an 
invitation from Gen. George C. 
Marshall to see for themselves 
how efficiently the men were be- 
ing discharged. 

“T was very favorably impressed 
by the way I found things at 
Jefferson Barracks and _ Fort 
Sheridan,” Cole said.

“The workers’ are restive,” 
Mayer asserted, “over the fact 
that the American Telephone and 
Telegraph Co. has adopted a stub- 
born attitude in labor disputes.” 

Authorization for the strike vote 
notice, Mayer said, was given by 
workers in yesterday's walkout, 
called by the National Federation 
of Telephone Workers in protest 
against the NLRB examiner's rul- 
ing that the Western Electric Em- 
ployes’ Association, Inc. at 
Kearny, N.J., was company-domi- 
nated and therefore should be dis- 
solved. 

Mayer said the decision for a 
strike vote was “overwhelming” 
and that there was “not even a 
‘slight minority anywhere among 
the 45 organizations.”

TAKING CONTROL 
OVER MANCHURIA 


Getting Arms From Japs 
and Are Reported Also 
Drawing on _ Stores 
Russians Seized.

SIAN, Shensi Province, Oct. 6— 
The spreading influence of the 
Chinese Red Army in Inner Mon- 
golia and Manchuria, and the slug- 
gish pace of the Japanese dis- 
armament in China proper, have 
given a new urgency to Chung- 
king peace talks between China’s 
two conflicting parties, it was 
learned today. 

While the Chungking govern- 
ment, with the help of a limited 
number of American army trans- 
port planes, is concentrating its 
attention on the re-occupation of 
key cities in central China, the 
Communists .are making hay in 
areas adjacent to and north of the 
Great Wall. 

It is now evident that Chinese 
Reds are steadily building up 
strength in that region. Starved 
of supplies for “years, they have 
suddenly been reinvigorated by 
arms, ammunition and equipment 
taken from disarmed Japanese 
and puppet garrisons. According 
to unconfirmed reports, they are 
also drawing upon stores seized 
by the Russians in Manchuria. 

Chungking Disturbed. 

News of the appearance of well- 
equipped units of the Communist 
Eighth Route Army at Mukden 
is disturbing officials of the cen- 
tral government in Chungking, 
who are awaiting clarification of 
the Soviet policy in Manchuria. 
Under their treaty of friendship 
and alliance with China, the Rus- 
sians are committed to give moral 
support and materia] assistance 


exclusively to the national gov- | 


ernment as the central govern- 
ment of China. 

The political 
churia depends upon Russian in- 
terpretation of this clause. In 
theory, Chinese Communist forces 
are a part of the national army of 
they- carry the Chinese 


national banner; they pay lip- 


service to Generalissimo Chiang | 
Kai-shek. But in actuality, Chinese |

ernment. 

Chungking’s troubles are not 
confined to the re-occupation of 
lost territories. Disquieting re- 
ports from the far western prov- 
ince of Sinkiang tell of uprisings 
in the vicinity of Aqsu not far 
from the Soviet frontier. Chung- 
king has dispatched emmissaries 
there to try to effect a settlement. 


Traditionally turbulent Sinkiang | 


was the scene last year of serious 
outbreaks of fighting which cen- 
tered at Ining, near the north- 
western border of the province.

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 6 —

Question of Latitude. 


Charles E. Rendlen of Hannibal 
and Waldo Edwards of Macon, at- 
torneys for Falzone, are standing 
for trial under the criminal rules, 
while Mark Eagleton and W. Ed- 
win Moser of St. Louis have Been 
insisting on the civil rules. While 
there are some minor technicali- 
ties involved, the main issue is 
whether attorneys for the Senate 
shall have wide latitude in the 
cross-examination of Falzone. If 
criminal procedure should be 
adopted, cross-examination would 
be limited to the matters on which 
Falzone was questioned by his own 
attorneys on direct examination. 

If they should see fit not to 
place him on the stand he could 
not be questioned by the Senate 
attorneys, or if he should be asked 
only perfunctory questions by his 
attorneys, cross-examination tak- 
ing him over the whole subject 
matter of the case would be 
barred. 

Another difference between the 
attorneys arises out of a desire by 
Falzone’s attorneys to have in- 
cluded in the rules a provision 
that the three members of the 
committee which preferred the 
charges on instructions from the 
Senate “may be excused” from 
voting on the question of expul- 
sion. This, presumably, is based 
on the theory that the Senate will 
be sitting as a jury in a criminal 
case and that the three Senators 
would be prejudiced. 

While there appears no remote 
possibility that the Senate ever 
would adopt such a rule, it is one 
which would work strongly to the 
advantage of Falzone. A _ two- 
thirds vote of the entire Senate 
membership of 34 is required for 
expulsion of a Senator. If three 
Senators were disqualified the ef- 
fect would be that the three votes 
would be counted for acquittal. 
With 23 needed for- conviction, 
there would be an advantage in 
needing only nine votes instead 
of 12 to obtain acquitta!. 


No Precedent for Case. 


The members of the committee, 
Senator M. C. Matthes of Hills- 
boro, R. Jasper Smith of Spring- 
field and Francis Smith of St. 
Joseph, were appointed by the 
Senate to inquire into the charges 
against Falzone, and make recom- 
mendation as to whether there 
was justification for disciplinary 
action. After hearing testimony 
of a number of witnesses, some 
summoned by them and some 
summoned by Falzone, the com-' 
mittee recommended the filing of 
charges. They then were directed 
by the Senate to prepare the 
charges, employ attorneys for the 
Senate, and prepare the rules to 
be followed in the hearing. 

Many of the difficulties which 
have arisen and which have de- 
layed the hearing of the charges 
for about five months, probably 
is due to the fact that all mem- 
bers of the committee are law- 
yers and thought only in the 
terms of a court trial. An expul- 
sion trial is unprecedented in the 
history of the Missouri Legisla- 
ture as far as anybody has been 
able to find in the records. 

The only thing in the nature of 
a precedent which could be found 
was the impeachment of State 
Treasurer Larry Brunk in 1931, 
and the committee members be- 
gan their consideration of rules 
with that as a basis. 

The Falzone proceeding is nt 
an impeachment, in which the 
Senators are sworn as a Court of 
Impeachment and rules of evi- 
dence govern. The only Constitu- 
tional provision involved is a brief 
provision that either House of the 
Legislature, “with the concurrence 
of two thirds of all members 
elect, may expel a member.” It 
would have been possible for the 
Senate merely to have called upon 
Falzone for his explanation of 
the charges, and then voted on 
whether to expel him. 

Senate leaders expect to present 
rules of procedure for the trial 
for the consideration of the Sen- 
ate one day next week, and to 
clear away all preliminaries so 
that the trial may begin Oct. 29. 
The Senate attorneys, it is under- 
stood, will be ready at that time, 
and the trial begun, if Falzone, 
who recently said he was suffer- 
ing from a heart ailment, is 
physically able to appear.

COLUMBUS, O., Oct. 6 (AP)—Ohio State University’s first string 
football machine spluttered all over the premises like a worn out 
model T Ford today, but the reserves cut loose with a blistering 
last period drive to give the Bucks a 42 to 0 victory over Iowa and 
their second straight victory of the 1945 season. 


From the score, you'd never 
know what a struggle the Bucks 
had until the second, third and 
fourth stringers took over. 


The regulars warmed up only 
three times in the first three peri- 


ods but that was enough to give 
the Bucks a 21 to 0 lead. Figuring 
that was enough, Coach Carroll 
Widdoes began throwing in the 
reserves and the boys who ride 
the bench most of the time rolled 
across the goal line three times in 
the final period. They had the 
Hawks reeling like a punch-drunk 
fighter throughout the quarter. 


Alert Defense. 


All three of those last period 
touchdowns were set up by the 
alert Buck defense on pass inter- 
ceptions. One other Ohio score 
was the direct result of Iowa’s 
efforts to gain through the air. 
That came in the third period | 
when Paul Sarringhaus inter- | 
cepted one of Jerry Niles’ tosses 
and galloped 68 yards to touch- 
down territory. 

Through the first half Ohio 
State got its offensive into high 
gear only once. That was in the 
first period when Sarringhous’ 34- 
yard run helped move the Bucks 
to the Iowa 15. A penalty for un- 
necessary roughness set Idwa 
back to its one and from there 
Ollie Cline plunged over on the 
first play. 

Sarringhaus long run finally 
produced the second tally. Dick 
Fisher, back in Ohio State foot- 
ball togs for the first time since 
1941, did a one-man job of setting 
up the next one and the tally came 
on a pass from Fisher to Tom 
Watson from the 16.

Industrial Jobs Drop From 65,000 
To 16,000 in San Diego as War Ends 


in California 


Reconversion and Peacetime Expansion of 
Aviation Unlikely to Solve Problem 


Boom Town.

SAN DIEGO, Calif., Oct. 6— 


Despite the expanding develop- 


ment of peacetime aviation in 
San Diego, the collapse of the 
war production industries, here is 
accompanied by serious unemploy- 
ment, with no likelihood that it 
will vanish when reconversion is 
completed. 

The Consolidated Vultee Air- 
craft Corp. is planning some 
spectacular super-airliners, and 
has gone so far as to take orders 
for 15 giant, 204 passenger, land- 
based planes from Pan Ameri- 
can World Airways. Right now 
it is completing a government 
order for a military transport ver- 
sion of the same plane, which is 
to carry 400 troops. It also is be- 
ginning construction of a super- 
luxury feeder-line transport plane 
to carry 30 passengers on domes- 
tic airlines, and expects to have 
the first of these completed by 
March. 

These developments were shown 
in detail to 18 correspondents who 
are making a tour of American in- 
dustrial plants to study reconver- 
sion. Representatives of industry 
and of the Chamber of Commerce 
in San Diego explained further 
Plans for industrial expansion 
here, in line with the trend on thé 
whole west coast. 

Added altogether, however, in- 
dustria] expansion shows no imme- 
diate indication that it can absorb 
the terrific layoffs, particularly in 
the military aviation industry here. 
Industrial employment is spiraling 
downward at the same dizzy rate 
that it went up under the stimulus 
of the war. At the war-boom 
peak, 65,000 persons were engaged 
in industrial work in the San 
Diego area, compared to 16,000 to- 
day. More than 12,000 of those 
laid off have applied for unem- 
ployment compensation. 

Carnival Air Masks Realities. 

The realities of this situation 
tend to be masked by the benevo- 
lent California sunshine, and by the 
war-boom hysteria, which has not 
subsided, but they exist, neverthe- 
less. San Diego, once the home 
of retired Iowa farmers and 
church-going middle-class people, 
has been changed vastly by the 
war. 

Just now there is a carnival, 
complete with merry-go-round, op- 
erating in downtown San Diego, 
well patronized by sailors from the 
naval base here. At 10 o’clock in 
the morning honkey-tonks are run- 
ning full blast, with dance bands 
blaring. Motion picture theaters 
stay open all night. 

Both school attendance and de- 
partment store sales apparently 
still are rising. Despite wide- 
spread war _ industry layoffs, 
people still have money to spend, 
whether savings or unemployment 


compensation. 
Yet even Albert G. Reader, 


president of the Chamber of Com-| 
merce, who is insistent in stating | 
that there will be no “collapse” in 
San Diego, admits that he does 
“not see full employment in sight” 
for this city. The best he hopes 
for is “fewer than 12,000 unem- 
ployed.” This is no inconsider- 
able number, compared to the 
present industrial labor force of 
16,000. 

Reader and other business lead- 
ers in San Diego, speak of former 
war workers “taking a vacation” 
now, on unemployment compensa-| 
tion—although this income runs’ 
only for 26 weeks, and is calcu-

There is, however, a brighter 
side to this picture. Industria] 
leaders here and in other cen- 
ters, visited by the correspondents, 
are using great ingenuity in devel- 
oping new products and new-mar- 
kets. This process, when it has 
gone far enough, will tend to re- 
lieve unemployment generally. It 
is a process, for the most part, of 
industry lifting itself by its own 
bootstraps—creating jobs which 
increase buying power which pro- 
vides a market. Industrial lead- 
ers we have talked to are eager to 
show that this process can suc- 
ceed in providing employment in 
sufficient volume that drastic gov- 
ernmental action unfavorable to 
them will not be necessary. 

Industry, as we have seen it in 
the last week, generally is plan- 
ning production schedules well 
ahead of prewar schedules, and 
in some instances spectacularly in- 
creased. I. M. Laddon, executive 
vice president of Consolidated 
Vultee, for instance, said today 
that his postwar production of 
planes will be “five or six times 
greater” than prewar production. 

These schedules, however, repre- 
sent drastic reductions from war 
production schedules. Laddon’s 
firm once employed 45,000 in San 
Diego. It now has only 4300 em- 
ployes. His dollar volume of out- 
put has dropped from a peak of 
nearly $1,000,000,000 in 1944 to an 
anticipated $90,000,000 in 1946, in- 
cluding all of Consolidated oper- 
ations, only a part of which are 
in San Diego.

That nation is Canada. 

Most Americans know about 
Canada’s wheatlands, red-coated 
Mounties and her winter snows. 
Not so much is known about her 
industry—but much more than 
was known before the war. 

For in the past “five years, 
Canada has been making a credit- 
able name for herself as an in- 
dustrial producer. Out of the grim 
crucible of war, Canada has forg- 
ed weapons, instruments, machin- 
ery, tools and 
equipment the 
equal in quality, 
cost and design 
of anything in 
the world. 

To quote a 
figure, ,;Canada’s 
exports of iron 
and steel prod- 
ucts in prewar 
days were 
around the $60 
million mark, 
Last year they 
approached $800 
millions. Put an- 
other way, this 
country of 
twelve and one 
half million peo- 
ple was able in 
five years, pot 
only to send 
three quarters of 
a million men to 
war and to in- 
crease her out- 
put of farm prod- 
ucts by 40 per 
cent, but as well, she upped the 
working population of her fac- 
tories by a million persons.

Tra- 
ditionally, Canada has always been 
a great exporting nation (she 
ranked fourth or fifth among all 
world trading countries before the 
Rut most of this pre-war 
in wheat and flour, 
newsprint, nickel, asbestos, fish. 
timber and the like. Today, it is 
her trucks, radios and machine 
tools which have almost circled 
the globe and which have created 
potential new customers for 
Canadian manufactured goods in 
the postwar period. 

One thing which has helped 
Canada create good will and 
aided her industry has been the 
Canadian version of lend-lease. 
Canada has never accepted any 
lend-lease from the United States. 
On the contrary, early in 1943, she 
started her own form of lend-lease 
called “Mutual Aid.” Under this 
plan, over two billion dollars of 
war material of all 
made and given to other Allied na 
tions by Canada.

ECRETARY STIMSON has described the 
§ release of atomic energy as “‘the greatest 

achievement of organized science in his- 
tory.” It was my privilege to view this his- 
toric drama from a seat just in front of the 
footlights. 

The tasks of industry in designing and 
building successfully and rapidly the huge 
atom plants with no pattern to guide them, 
of labor in learning and performing intricate 
new operations, and of the army in co-ordi- 
rating and speeding the efforts of so vast 
and diverse an enterprise are achievements 
of which the nation can be proud. When, 
however, a few hundred scientists had shaped 
and put together with their own hands the 
blocks of uranium and graphite that for the 
first time released atomic power they had 
already charted the course for the bold 
pioneers of industry who would put this un- 
timited energy to use. 

At this early stage the key men were those 
such an Enrico Fermi, who first saw clearly 
what had to be done to produce a chain re- 
action using ordinary materials; Erhest Law- 
rence and Glenn Seaborg, who saw how the 
reaction could be used to make a new ele- 
ment, plutonium, which could be used for 
atomic bombs; James Chadwick and F. Simon 
of England, and in our country Harold Urey, 
George Dunning, Robert Oppenheimer and a 
dozen others, who learned how to separate 
the rare uranium 235 from its isotope and 
who calculated from laboriously collected 
data the conditions that must be met to 
make an atomic bomb explode. 
ments had to be invented to do new jobs. 
New data had to be collected rapidly and 
with care. New materials had to be pro- 
duced and purified and fabricated. Each 
portion of the work required the attention of 
eager men trained to find the way to do new 
tasks—research physicists, chemists, en- 
gineers—physicians such as Dr. Robert Stone 
who were alert to protect these men from 
| unforeseen dangers as they worked with 
|deadly new rays; spark plugs like Leo Szilard 
to get things going, and program planners 
like Norman Hilberry to predict what men 
and money and materials would be wanted, 
and have them ready.

RTHUR H. COMPTON, author 
A: the dramatic first-person ac- 
count of the birth of atomic 
power presented herewith, is a Nobel 
Prize physicist and the new Chancel- 
lor of Washington University. For the 
period of 1941-45 he was in charge of 
the so-called ‘‘Metallurgical Project” 
of the nation’s scientists, whose re- 
sponsibility it has been to develop 
methods of producing plutonium and 
to explore the possibility of controlled 
atomic power. 

He is chairman of the National 
Academy of Science Committee on the 
Use of Uranium in War, and a mem- 
ber, with J. R. Oppenheimer, Ernest 
O. Lawrence and Enrico Fermi, of the 
Scientific Panel of the government’s 
Interim Committee on Atomic Energy. 

In 1927 the Swedish Academy of 
Sciences made him the co-winner for 
the year of the Nobel physics prize, for 
his: discovery of the change in wave 
length of X-rays when scattered. He 
has specialized in X-ray and radio- 
activity. Born in Wooster, O., 53 
years ago, he studied at Wooster Col- 
lege and Princeton University and was 
a research fellow in physics at Cam- 
bridge University. In 1920-23 he was 
head of the Washington University 
physics department and thereafter he 
was chairman of the physics depart- 
ment of Chicago University. 
His brother, Karl T. Compton, 


is 
president of Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology and another brother, 
Wilson M. Compton, recently became 
president of Washington State College, 
Pullman, Wash. Their father, Elias 
Compton, was professor of philosophy 
and dean at Wooster College. Their 
mother, Mrs. Otelia Compton, was 
given an LL.D. degree in 1935 by 
Western College for Women for “‘out- 
standing achievement as wife and 
mother of Comptons.”

Then Conant turned to me. “Up to the 
present,”” he explained, “‘we have just kept 
nuclear research alive to see what might 
develop. If what you say is correct, we 
should now go ahead with an all-out effort. 
It’s your job to get the National Academy 
of Science Committee to make a quick but 
thorough study of the possibilities and time 
and cost of an atomic bomb program.” 

I had my assignment. Every moment lost 
would be paid for in American lives. From 
that night until the first bomb fell on 
Hiroshima my only rest was what was need 
ed to keep going. 

On Nov. 6 our committee turned in a re- 
port that uranium was apt to be of decisiv: 
importance in the present war. ‘A fission 
bomb of superlatively destructive power will 
result from bringing quickly together a suf- 
ficient mass of element U-235. If all 
possible effort is spent on the program, one 
might expect fission bombs to be available in 
sufficient quantity within three or four 
years.’ (I’m proud of that prediction. The 
first bomb fell just three years and nine 
months later.)

Having agreed on these plans, I suggested 
that we look also into whether the new ele- 
ment, plutonium, might not be produced more 
readily than U-235. How wild this proposal 
must have seemed, Plutonium is an element 
which had been produced by a transmutation 
process using a cyclotron but only in amounts 
too small to see under a microscope. Its 
fission-explosion properties were but sketch- 
ily known. To make it in useful amounts 
we would need first to make a controlled 
atomic chain reaction to supply the netttrons 
for the transmutation of the uranium into 
plutonium. For over two years attempts had 
been made to start such a chain reaction. 
Though there had been some progress, no one 
could say whether, by using available ma- 
terials, the process was possible. If it could 
be done, however, plutonium could be made 
in. quantity, and its chemical separation 
should be less difficult than the isotopic 
separation of U-2365. 

Over the lunch table we were discussing 
the question. ‘“‘Even if you should succeed 
with chain reaction, it will take five years 
to learn the chemistry of plutonium and how 
to separate it from uranium.” This was 
Conant speaking as an experienced chemist 
with a background of knowledge of what in- 
dustrial processes require. ‘“‘Glenn Seaborg 
tells me he thinks the chemistry can be going 
within six months from the time the plu- 


tonium is produced in quantity,’’ I. replied. 
‘“‘He’s a good man,” said Conant, “but I 
doubt if he’s that good.’”’ When the plutonium 
was finally produced, Seaborg and his col- 
leagues met his promise and no one was more 
pleased than James Conant.

YEAR later, Dec. 2, 1942, was the most

While Mr. Byrnes’s report on the failure of 
the Big Five meeting has the appearance of can- 
dor and of devotion to principle, its net effect is 
to present a discouraging picture of cross-pur- 
poses among the Big Three. If the Big Three 
cannot accept a common point of view, neither 
can the Big Five, a Big Ten or all the United 
Nations. Big Three agreement is a postulate 
to the whole question of world reorganization 
and future security. 

Mr. Byrnes puts Russia in a bad light, accus- 
ing her of welshing on an agreement, of ob- 
duracy, of suspicion of our intentions and, worst 
of all, of trying to exclude other nations from a 
fair right to a voice in peace settlements. More- 
over, he accuses Russia of a reckless use of her 
veto power, and correctly says this power shou!d 
not be used lightly. Under this veto power, one 
nation, of itself, can prevent consideration of 
any matter it pleases. 

We do not wish to take an over-gloomy view 
of the London fiasco, but we do think that, un- 
less a set of principles can be agreed upon by 
the Big Three, publicized to the world in con- 
trast to the secrecy surrounding the London 
meeting, and adhered to in every case, no matter 
whose ox is gored, there isn’t much chance of a 
rational and enduring world peace. 

At London, the big nations met in an atmos- 
phere of distrust, if not downright hostility. 
Molotov went there knowing better than the 
others what he wanted and proceeded on a rule- 
or-ruin basis. Bevin, as he made known prior 
to the meeting, entered with an anti-Russian 
chip on his shoulder and once, during the pro- 
ceedings, angered Molotov by charging him with 
being Hitlerian. Byrnes arrived under the han- 
dicap of insufficient preparation, and lack of a 
definite American foreign policy, and found his 
ordinarily considerable powers of persuasion 
stymied. 

Thus, instead of a meeting that should have be- 
gun with the acceptance of a statement of com- 
mon principles, it became a struggle for power. 
Russia wants to throw a mantle of guardianship 
over the Balkans, in the interest of her future 
security. Britain contests this desire, as Britain 
has strong interests in the Balkans. Russia wants 
outlets to the Mediterranean and England fears 
the consequences of sharing that sea. The United 
States, with no strong special interests in the 
Mediterranean or the Balkans, has nevertheless 
a faindamental interest in the kind of settlement 
that will avoid future wars. 

It is very well for Mr. Byrnes, speaking of 
European questions, ta stand by the principle 
that peace shall not be made by three or even 
five nations to the exclusion of others. But here 
he leaves himself open for Russia to ask why we 
should not extend the principle to Japan, over 
whose destinies the United States alone is pre- 
siding. If we insist upon French and Chinese 
participation in Balkan questions, how can we 
fail to permit the Russians, French, Chinese and 
British to share control of Japan? 

When Mr. Byrnes said this was a people’s war 
and the peace should be a people’s peace, he was 
talking good American language, but unless we 
are willing in every case to apply the idea spe- 
cifically, it remains merely language. In Lon-. 
don, were we acting always toward a people's 


‘peace, or were we, along with Britain and Rus- 


sia, acting in terms of spheres of influence and 
in terms of big-power rivalry? 

For lack of an agreement on principle, surely 
it is no wonder that Britain should think and 
act for reasons of imperialistic interest, that 
Russia should jockey for contro] of Eastern Eu- 
rope and a share in the Mediterranean and that 
the United States should be coy about Japan 
and the Pacific. Under such circumstances, the 
remaking of the world cannot be done accord- 
ing to precepts of justice, fair dealing and con- 
sideration of the rights of small nations, but 
only on a basis of Big Three power-grabbing. 

Before another meeting is attempted, Messrs. 
Truman, Attlee and Stalin should do a little 
soul-searching in the light of the promises made 
to the world by the Atlantic Charter, the Four 
Freedoms and the excellent Moscow agreement 
of pre-Yalta and pre-Teheran days. Out of this 
soul-searching they should be able to form a 
declaration of principle for world settlement to 
which every nation could be strictly held. 
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Chaos Note 


Walter B. Weisenburger of New York, execu- 
tive vice-president of the National Association 
of Manufacturers, says organized labor is “plan- 
ning for chaos.”

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For Competition With Alcoa 

The Surplus Property Board's recommendation 
for introducing competition into the aluminum 
industry holds more promise than Attorney Gen- 
eral Clark’s proposal that Congress split up 
the Aluminum Co. of America. It might be 
questionable how energetically the fragments of 
Alcoa would compete with one another, but there 
could be little question about the type of com- 
petition SPB wants to bring about. 

Under SPB’s recommendation, the Govern- 
ment’s 52 aluminum plants and the power plants 
and housing that are connected with them—rep- 
resenting an outlay of $700,000,000—would be 
sold to competitors of Alcoa. The corporations 
interested make up a formidable list: American 
Smelting & Refining Co., Reynolds Metals Co., 
Kaiser Co., Inc., Bohn Aluminum and Brass 


Corp., Olin Industries, Inc., and Columbia Metals - 


Corp. 

It is more important now than before the war 
for Alcoa’s monopoly to be curbed, for its dom- 
inating position in world aluminum has risen 
from 64 per cent of privately-owned capacity to 
84 per cent, according to the SPB report. The 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals ruled 
last March that Alcoa possesses a monopoly of 
primary aluminum, in violation of law. 

Both the methods proposed for injecting the 
American principle of competition into the alum- 
inum industry—Attorney General Clark’s and 
the SPB’s—are well worth trying. But there is 
a special urgency about the latter. The break- 
ing up of Alcoa into competitive corporations 
may be attempted at any time. The opportunity 
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to use the surplus aluminum plants as an entere 
ing wedge for competition will be present only 
so long, and will vanish without having served 
any purpose unless it is utilized promptly and 
with bold decisiveness.

Nice Fellow, Shidehara, But— 


Baron Shidehara, Japan’s new Premier, has 
been described time and again as a “moderate.” 
The Jap militarists in the ’20s and early ’30s 
called his conciliatory policies toward China 
“weak-kneed.” They consistently opposed and 
overrode him, and eventually put him on their 
death list. Now Shidehara, called from retirement 
to replace Prince Higashi-kuni, speaks of friend- 
ship with the Allies, and vows he will set: up a 
liberal, progressive government. 

On the face of his record and his words, Shide- 
hara may seem to many an ideal administgator to 
serve under Gen, MacArthur in governing and 
remaking Japan. To accept him without reser- 
vation, however, is to swallow a Japanese myth 
almost as grotesque as the Emperor legend. This 
is the theory that the so-called moderates were 
genuine friends of peace. In truth, they agreed 
with the militarists that Japan should dominate 
Eastern Asia, and later the whole Pacific. The 
difference was solely in tactics; the militarists 
wanted to use force, and the more conservative 
business interests, of whom Shidehara was a 
representative, preferred economic penetration, 
bribery and political intrigue, with force only as 
the last resort. 

The “moderates” were largely the Zaibatsu, or 
big industrialists. A relative by marriage of the 
Iwasaki family, which controls the powerful 
House of Mitsubishi, Shidehara was a tool of 
these interests. He was not capable of stopping 
the militarists when they began their war on 
China in 1931. The Army clique had the full 
support of the Zaibatsu long before World War 
II, and they are_high on the list of war crim- 
inals. Gen. MacArthur has orders to break up 
the vast business empires. 

ShideRara is one of those agreeable fellows 
that American authorities are meeting in Japan 
—the smiling, bowing, English-speaking variety, 
ready to oblige and deploring the sins of those 
terrible militarists. He isn’t one of the genuine 
democrats on whom we will ultimately have to 
depend if the occupation is to be ended safely. 
Considering his close tie to those war criminals, 
the Zaibatsu, he can’t be trusted. 
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Importance of Being Dellastatious 

The name of one of the stellar backs at the 
University of Missouri may have worried some 
football fans, etymologists and others; and in 
case it has, we would like to explain that Bill 
Dellastatious’s surname is obviously a _ port- 
manteau word. 

A portmanteau word, by the definition of its 
inventor, Lewis Carroll, is what a person with 
a perfectly balanced mind would say if he 
started to say two words at the same time and 
it came out a tie. ‘“Lithe” and “slimy” would 
become “slithy,” while “flimsy” and ‘“miser- 
able” would coalesce into “mimsy.” These 
and virtually all the other portmanteau words 
even mildly extant are to be found in “Jabber- 
wocky,” which begins “ ’Twas brillig, and the 
slithy toves,” and is to be found in “Through the 
Looking-Glass.”" Perhaps the most remarkable 
thing about Lewis Carroll's discovery is that it 
was made without his ever having read a single 
copy of Time Magazine. 

Dellastatious, though easier to identify as a 
portmanteau word than to unscramble, may di- 
vide up into something like “deletive,” an ob- 
solete word meaning able to take ’em out; “elas- 
tic,” which is self-explanatory; and “unostenta- 
tious,” which is, of course, what all deletive and 
elastic people ought to be.

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A Missouri Public Health Issue 


The setup proposed for administration of 
public health, in the pending bill to create a 
Missouri Department of Health and Welfare 
under the new Constitution, is being severely 
criticized by authorities on this important subject. 

The so-called bi-partisan merit feature of the 
bill, not actually a merit system at all, has been 
condemned by many others than persons par- 
ticularly concerned with public health, This is 


‘obviously a defect that will impair the depart- 


ment’'s efficiency, and the Missouri Public Health 
Association offers another important criticism. 

This refers to the provision for putting a 
politically appointed board or commission in 
charge of the new department. The organiza- 
tion prefers a director instead of a board for this 
function, but if a board is decided upon, it urges 
a non-partisan group. For the Public Health 
Division, it considers “that any lay board is in- 
competent to carry out the provisions,” and 
recommends that a qualified professional council 
be named to act in an advisory capacity to the 
health officer, who should be a man with public 
health training and experience. 

Missouri's political setup in the Health De- 
partment was criticized for years, and it was the 
aim of the Constitution’s framers to redeem this 
i tant agency from partisan, often incompe- 
tent, hands. Particularly since this is a position 
which involves the health and lives of Mis- 
sourians, the Legislature should be particularly 
alert to provide the best possible system.

Repeating an Error That Led to War

The popular cry of “Bring the boys home™ endangers the peace, 
newspaper declares; it says this is the mistake the United States 
made after 1918 in-disarming and encouraging disarmament by our 
friends while our enemies girded for war; we must be strong now.

In its great determination to avert an- 
other world war by avoiding the’ mistakes 
which helped to produce the last one, the 
United States has adopted policies that 
seemed to recommend themselves by being 
the exact opposites of those we followed 
during the First World War. 


Out of that determination grew the de- 
mand for unconditional surrender and the 
complete military, economic and spiritual 
disarmament of the enemy. Out of it grew 
the imposition of direct or indirect Allied, 
including American, rule over fhe enemy 
nations and the supervision of the resto- 
ration of democracy in liberated and satel- 
lite countries. 


Away From Our Isolation 


Out of it grew, above all, a new Ameri- 
can world policy which abandoned isola- 
tion and pledged the United States to pro- 
vide, with its allies, sufficient force to pre- 
vent or suppress new aggression. 


Yet in one respect, and that the most im- 
portant of all, the United States appears 
to be bent on repeating the mistake which 
more than any other single error contrib- 
uted toward precipitating the war just 
ended. 


In the exaltation of having finished the 
“war to end war,” the United States led 
the world after 1918 in pacifism and dis- 
armament, It scrapped its army and much 
of its navy and depended on international 
law and treaties to enforce themselves. 


It denounced armament among its pres- 
ent allies even while the aggressor nations 
were already arming themselves for war. 
It even furnished the latter with war ma- 
terial in order to avoid trouble at the very 
time it was bombarding them with protests 
and pleas to stop their aggressions. 


The Cry of Tiredness 


In short, it adopted a role which appeared 
to the German and Japanese war lords to 
reveal a nation too “decadent” to fight and 
not worth much consideration in their 
plans for world conquest. They now know 
what a mistake this was, but it took a sec- 
ond world war and more than a million 
American casualties to prove it to them. 


Today that tragic history shows signs 
of repeating itself. The war is scarcely 
over; the peace treaties are still to be writ- 
ten; the objectives for which the United 
States entered the war are still to be at- 
tained; even the occupation of all enemy 
lands is still to be completed. 


Yet the cry that rings loudest through 
the land and makes every Congressman 
jump in fear of his job is “Bring the boys 
home,” with its accompanying demands for 
an immediate end of the draft and a de- 


mobilization of our “citizen” army in favor 
of a small “volunteer” army and a greatly 
reduced navy. 

There is no doubt that the young men 
who fought the bloody battles of this war 
are entitled to the earliest possible release, 
and that those who risked their lives to 
win the war should not be saddled also 
with the task of policing the lands they 
conquered. 


The Task Still Ahead 


But it is the duty of both the President 
and Congr@gs not only to provide adequate 
replacemen for service abroad from 
among those who have not had combat 
duty, but also to provide for an adequate 
permanent system of defense which will 
meet all foreseeable requirements. 


That is more necessary now than ever 
before—first, because of the great new ob- 
ligations the United States has assumed, 
and second, because of the changed power 
balance in the world, which the United 
States helped to bring about. 


A dispatch from our correspondent, 
Tania Long, points out that withdrawals 
from our occupation army in Germany are 
already so extensive, and replacements so 
inadequate, as to impair the functions of 
the occupation army as a whole, to the 
detriment of its objective and our prestige. 
Unless early safeguards are provided, a 
similar situation may easily arise in Japan. 
Only our enemies could welcome that. 


Once Again to Isolation? 


Beyond this, however, the effectiveness 
of the United Nations Organization, the 
aims for which we fought and the future 
peace itself depend entirely on the balance 
of power now established, of which the 
United States is one of the main bulwarks. 
But any power balance can be disturbed 
not only by excessive armament of some 
nations, but also by excessive disarmament 
of others, which must automatically lead 
to a new alignment among nations alert 
to maintain their security. 


The present pell-mell rush out of Europe 
and out of Asia, under congressional pres- 
sure, is nothing less than a new retreat 
into isolation. Unless it is checked by sober 
counsel, it will invite risks which will en- 
danger the peace that we have won.

Jap Emperor Myth Is Exposed 
As Deliberate Historical Fraud

“Japan and the Son of Heaven,” by Willard Price.

Willard Price was once a neighbor of the 
Mikado. That was in the seaside village 
of Hayama, where the Prices lived to stu y 
Japanese life, and where the Emperor had 
his summer palace, an unpainted frame 
house. From their windows, the Ameri- 
cans could see the Son of Heaven swim- 
ming (with a boatload of attendants al- 
ways nearby), lounging on the beach, 
roaming in his garden, playing with his 
children, cruising in his motor yacht. He 
is a good physical specimen, Price says, 
and looks like a student or a gentleman 
with hobbies. 

The author has muth more than these 
chance observations to report. He has dug 
into the whole Emperor institution, from 
its legendary beginning down to the 1945 
surrender terms, and his book is a fine 
contribution to enlightenment on this im- 
portant topic of current discussion. 

* * 


First, Price presents enough factual evi- 
dence to blast the Emperor myth as one 
of history's greatest frauds, and to expose 
State Shinto, its synthetic supporting doc- 
trine, as a fake of equal proportions... The 
whole system, he shows, was cooked up 
some 70 years ago by the military lords in 
order to unify and subdue the people. Sec- 
tarian Shinto is a simple faith, largely na- 
ture worship. Price tells in detail how 
State Shinto was improvised, by reviving 
and enlarging ancient legends, and forced 
upon the people by all-out propaganda, as 
a national cult to build up the Emperor as 
a divinity. 

In an unbroken line going back 2600 
years, the royal house has reigned with 
uniform benevolence over an adoring peo- 
ple, the propaganda says. None of this is 
true, Price’s data prove. The history books 
have been doctored to cover up the sordid 
facts, and to gloss over the centuries when 
the Emperor was an impoverished nonen- 
tity. As for the supernatural aspect, Price 
reports that intelligent Japs, when _per- 
suaded to talk, usually say in effect: “We 
know it's not true, but we believe it.” 

So the Emperor became head of a mill- 
tarist system, the symbol of master-racism, 
the inspiration for aggression to extend his 
rule over all the world, Incidentally, Hiro- 
hito is rated one of the world’s wealthiest 
men, his net worth an estimated six bil- 
lions. 

* * * 

For all these reasons, Price warns there 
can be no democracy for Japan and no se- 
curity for other countries until the imperial 
house is abolished. He urges trying Hiro- 
hito as a war criminal, using his fortune 
for agrarian reform, tearing down his 
Tokyo .palace and razing the chief State 
Shinto shrines. 

The Japanese, this veteran correspondent 
has found, are normally peaceable and hon- 
est, but impressionable and submissive, He 
believes that removal of the Emperor and 
all his symbols from their view, accompa- 
nied by a campaign of re-education and a 
long occupation, will in time undo the ef- 
fects of the intensive propaganda that 
turned them into fanatics.

You think this is empty alarm- 
ism? Then please cut out what 
I'm now saying and reread it in 
1955; or perhaps, before then. 
Those of us who have observed 
fascism closely for the last 15 
years, or more, at least have 
learned to recognize the symptoms 
of the disease. I am by no means 
alone when I insist that the battle 
against fascism is far from won. 
In the United States, and in Cana- 
da, it is merely beginning. 


‘Afraid We’re Losing War.’ 

In this light consider what the 
United States Army command is 
permitting to happen in Germany. 

Saul Haas, owner of Seattle's 
station KIRO, has just returned 
from Berlin. “American soldiers,” 
he says, “are beginning to admire 
the Germans as a people—and 
ideologically—more than any oth- 
er people in Europe... I am 
afraid, terribly afraid, that we are 
losing the war.” 

Miss Tania Long of the New 
York Times, backed by close pre- 
war knowledge of Germans and 
Germany, sends a precise and 
alarming report on the results of 
wholesale “fraternization” indulged 
in by American occupational 
forces—by officers quite as much 
as GIs. Among our soldiers 
venereal disease hag increased 
markedly, but the virus of that 
political-social disease known as 
Nazism, the Goebbel’s propaganda 
line and fascist ideas these 
poisons have spread more widely. 

“It comes as something of a 
shock,” Miss Long reports, “to 
hear from an American soldier 
that Germany had no choice but 
War... or that Germany was 
forced into it solely by Hitler... 
to hear from an American major 
that he does not believe in those 
Dachau atrocity tales.” The readi- 
ness of the average American of- 
ficer or G.I. “to spout the enemy 
propaganda line” — against the 
Russians, against the British, 
against all our allies—is termed 
alarming. Unless Washington and 
Gen, George C. Marshall and Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower inaugurate 
strong correctives soon, Miss Long 
warns that “the Germans once 
more will succeed in taking the 
Americans into camp.” 

For nine years, working abroad, 
YT watched American tourists fall 
for Germany and the Germans. 
Eighty per cent of our tourists 
disliked the French, were cool or 
critical of the British and en- 
thused rapturously over the “clean, 
orderly Germans.” British plumb- 
ing and coffee were terrible. 
French taxi-drivers (like no others 
on earth, of course!) gypped you. 
But “the Germans are just like 
Americans.” Today our G.I.s react 
in the same fashion, hastily judg- 
ing entire peoples by their super- 
ficial aspects—as children prefer 
any man who gives them lollypops. 


Analysis of Attitude. 


“Our soldiers like the Germans 
because they’re better dressed,” 
Saul Haas reports. “They say the 
Germans are more efficient. They 
don't think what's behind it. We 
can give orders to the Germans, 
so they work steadily. The GIs 
think the French are lazy. They 
don’t consider that the Germans 
are the best-fed people in Europe, 
and the French were half-starved 
for four years.” 

“The Americans just judge by 
appearances,” adds Haas. “Ger- 
man women are much better 
dressed—and much more free with 
their favors—than the French or 
British. I sat at the Cafe de la 
Paix in Paris and counted French 
women's legs as they passed by. 
Only five out of the first 100 
French women wore stockings. In 
Berlin I made the same count. 
It’s strange, but the count was ex- 


actly the opposite. 


some of them silk. The other five 
wore bobby-socks. 
women’s clothes are equally su- 
perior. 
think that their German girl 
friends are really wearing what 
belongs to other women all over 
Europe. To)them it’s only the 


German women who have good 
figures and are well-dressed.” 

Haas, you observe, is able to 
think and to analyze. That alone 
must have made him a rather rare 
article among our American of- 
ficers and men in Germany today, 
Haas even had facts, like this. 
The Germans robbed France of 90 
per cent of their textiles. Smal] 
wonder that German frauleins are 
well-dressed. 


Shameless Promiscuity. 


The Nazis made illegitimate 
births a national honor. In ad- 
dition millions of young German 
women have been without their 
men for five years. As a result 
probably the most widespread and 
shameless promiscuity in the 
world exists in Germany today. 
This is why, by general testimony, 
“fraternization” has only one first 
meaning for a majority of Amer- 
ican occupational officers and 
men.

It is an undeniable fact that 
scores of thousands of American 
soldiers (officers as much as 
G.I.s) are swallowing avidly the 
Goebbels Fascist propaganda bait 
between the caresses and flattery 
of their temporary German girl 
friends.

Position of U.S. 


The truth is that the present co- 
lonial disturbances, especially if 
they lead to the shooting—in the 
kind of big numbers that make 
headlines—of people whose politi- 
cal demands are inherently rea- 
sonable, could easily set off a 
chain of civil explosions disrupt- 
ing the new and untried structure 
of power in the western Pacific 
and eastern Asia, 

There is, in fact, an unequal 
division of interest and power.

Bungled After Last War. 


The problem is not new. It gave 
trouble after the last war. The 
colonial powers bungled it then, 
especially when they tried to 
make out that all colonial “agi- 
tators” were Bolshevik agents. 
The only result was that colonial 
nationalists, who had known lit- 
tle or nothing about Marx, came 
to identify revolutionary Russia 
as a country which was being at- 
tacked by the same _ countries 
which denied freedom to colonial 
peoples. It would be a sobering 
lesson in political science if we 
only knew the. figures of how 
many colonial nationalists began 
to call themselves Communists 
because of this stupidity on the 
part of their rulers. 

For Americans, the whole busi- 
ness comes down to two very sim- 
ple questions. It is not our busi- 
ness to force the colonial empires 
to free their subjects. In Europe, 
we have taken a stand that it is 
none of our business to force ref- 
ugees from the Baltic States and 
other areas now incorporated in 
the Soviet Union to return to So- 
viet rule if they do not want to. 

In order to make sense of that 
stand, we ought also to say, loudly 
enough to be heard in both Asia 
and Europe, and in Russia, that it 
is none of our business to’ force 
colonial» peoples to submit again 
to colonial rule.

U.S, OFFICERS BROKE JAPANESE

Czechs to Test 
Nationalization 
System at Zlin 


Bata Shoe City to 
Provide First Trial 
of Plan of Con- 
trolled Industry.

ZLIN, Czechoslovakia, Oct. 6. 

N the far-reaching though blood- 

less revolution which this coun- 

try is undergoing, no commu- 
nity deserves more study and at- 
tention than Zlin, whose popula- 
tion is not quite 50,000. 

Built up by the genius of an 
ordinary peasant shoemaker named 
Tomas Bata, who died in an air- 
plane accident in 1932, its growth 
has been phenomenal. In pre- 
Munich days it was one of the 
leading manufacturers of shoes in 
the world, with a weekly output of 
more than 1,000,000 pairs and with 
about a dozen rapidly expanding 
subsidiary industries. 

Zlin not only manufactured its 
own shoemaking machinery, but 
maintained its own retail shops, 
2200 of them in Czechoslovakia 
alone. 

In Europe, Zlin in pre-Munich 
days was the last word in mechan- 
ization, rationalization and effi- 
ciency in the shoe industry. It 
was and still is often spoken of as 
Czechoslovakia’s “America.” No- 
where else had the Detroit assem- 
bly belt or conveyor system, as it 
is known here, attained such 
triumphant development, 


Will Be Nationalized. 


Now a new era has begun for 
Ziin. Though a nationalization 
decree is not yet issued, Zlin is 
no longer under private ownership 
and management, It is all to be 
nationalized. For the present it is 
under the management of _ s0- 
called “national custodians,” but 
this is temporary. With the proc-

The -Security Council 
represents the nearest approach 
to a practical reconciliation of 
the recognition of power with the 
principle of equality of sovereign- 
ty which can be expected in the 
world of today. 


Had such a council been pro- 
visionally created, and had the 
negotiation of the European 
peace settlements been intrusted 
to it, the tragic failure in Lon- 
don might well havé been avoid- 
ed. With the lesser powers 
taking part in the discussions of 
the peace treaties, a Soviet-An- 
glo-Saxon split could more read- 
ily have been prevented,

The Soviet government insists 
that the reconstruction of Europe. 
should be dictated by the chief 
military powers. It has gone so 
far as to hold that France and 
China should have no say in the 
Balkan settlements. This concept 
of the nature of the peace to be 
established is wholly different from 
that held by the American people. 
Yet it is this point of view which 
prevailed throughout the sessions 
of the Council of Foreign Minis- 
ters. 
What is equally dangerous in 
its bearing on American inter- 
ests is the demand of the Soviet 
government that the delibera- 
tions of the Council of Foreign 
Ministers be conducted in com- 
plete secrecy. If the United 
States continues to give in to 
this demand, it will sacrifice the | 
strongest support it can secure | 
during the peace negotiations, 
That support is derived from the 
free expression of public opin- | 
ion, Secrecy prevents. the Amer- 
ican people from making known — 
their support of their govern- 
ment’s position when they ap- 
prove it. It also prevents them 
from opposing, while there is 
still time, proposals which they 
consider neither wise nor just. ‘ 
As a mechanism for peace-mak-«- 
ing, the Council of Foreign Minis- 
ters has already proved itself a 
failure.

To adjust the veterans’ adminis- 
tration to the task of serving 
America’s 20,000,000 soldier, sailor 
and Marine veterans of two world 
wars Truman appointed Gen. 
Omar N. Bradley of Missouri to 
head up the agency and reorgan- 
ize it along lines he considered 
advisable, 

In this solicitude for the fight- 
ing man and veteran, Harry Tru- 
man resembles his predecessor, 
Franklin Roosevelt. Only great 
difference was that Roosevelt was 
particularly fond of the Navy. 

There are other similarities be- 
tween the two men. Truman has 
declared himself on the side of 
the internationalists. To speak of 
isolationism in an atomic-bomb 
world doesn’t make sense to him. 
He has championed lend-lease, 
which he described as.a monu- 
ment of Roosevelt statesmanship. 

“Money Well Spent.” 

“Tf anyone cries on my shoulder 
over lend-lease,” he said on one 
occasion, “I always says that for 
every $100,000,000 we gave them, 
we saved 100,000 soldiers’ lives. 
Even if we never get any of it 
back it will be money well spent.” 

Like Roosevelt, President Tru- 
man is a politician and makes no 
apologies for the word. He has 
said on this subject: 

“Government is politics and gov- 
ernment which i not in the hands 
of skilled and honest politicians 
is less likely to be good govern- 
ment.” = 

He has followed the lead of 
Roosevelt in calling for federal ac- 
tion to help prevent unemploy- 
ment, to Hberalize unemployment 
payments, to raise minimum wage 
standards. 

But President Truman's admir- 
ation for his predecessor has not 
deterred him from making cabinet 
changes which he felt would 
strengthen the administration. He 
placed the War Food Administra- 
tion under the Secretary of Agri- 
culture in an attempt to cope with 
the food problem. He put the 
War Labor Board, the United 
States Employment Service and the 
War Manpower Commission un- 
der the Labor Department to meet 
labor problems incidental to the 
nation’s conversion to peace. He 
accepted the resignations of old- 
time Roosevelt friends who might 
have been kept on for sentimental 
reasons. 

Truman's relationship with Con- 
gress—whose members he has 
suggested should receive a pay 
boost to $20,000 a year—has been a 
generally cordial one. Until re- 
cently he has received its enthusi- 
astic support. But with the war 
over and domestic problems again 
taking the ascendancy, party lines 
are taking shape, coalitions are 
once more forming. 

Whether Congress’ balkiness at 
his “must” legislation on employ- 
ment, unemployment and wages 
indicates an end of the fraternal 
relationship the future .alone will 
show. 

So also will the future show 
whether Truman is a little left 
of center, as Roosevelt described 
himself as being, or on some other 
point of the political compass. 
Truman hasn't said. But what he 
does in regard to the mounting 
problems of labor and reconver- 
sion now facing him will pretty 
well determine the direction he 


will follow.

In 
December, 1939, however, they 
voluntarily relinquished control 
and a four-party coalition govern- 
ment still headed by the same 
Premier, the Social Democrat Per 
Albin Hansson, took over. The 
purpose of this change was to 
achieve the greatest possible 
measure of mational unity in the 
face of the war emergency. 

A new election was held in 1940 
at which the Social Democrats 
scored a spectacular victory and 
gained a comfortable majority in 
the House, with 134 out of 230 


seats.

As soon as the 
war emergency was over, he 
ditched his coalition government 
and on July 31 he formed a new, 
purely Social-Democratic Cabinet 
which still controls half the votes 
in the Lower Chamber and has a 
clear majority in the Upper House 
(whose members are elected indi- 
rectly for eight years). 

Since election time, in Sweden, 
is still three years off, Hansson’s 
new Social-Democratic government 
has a clear road ahead and plenty 
c time to regain whatever popu- 


far favor the party lost during the 


war. However, Hansson has made 
it clear already that his adminis- 
tration will not press for “com- 
plete socialization.”

Canada Working to Retain 
Industrial Gains of War

as between government and busi- 


ness, policies which will achieve 
“a high and stable level of em- 
ployment and income.” This has 
now, for the first time become the 
primary aim of government policy 
in Canada, 

And in case you think, from any- 


thing you may have heard or read, 
that Canada is going “socialist” in 
her postwar planning, the results 
of the recent election offer em- 
phatic denial. Not long ago the 
Canadian socialist (C.C.F.) party 
had hopes of getting perhaps 100 
of the 245 seats in Canada’s parlia- 
ment. Instead, it got only one in 
10, or a meager 26. AS a result 
Canadian industrial securities and 
investments have been moving in- 
to high favor in New York and 
London, 

Canadians, in short, have demon- 
strated (for the present at least) 
that they are not going “left” as 
many had predicted. Even. service 
men have shown that their judg- 
ment Was pretty much that of the 
average citizen. 

What this boils down to is pretty 
much this: That Canadians are 
planning to work out their indus- 
trial destiny in the next few years 
under the close partnership of 
government “and” business rather 
than through putting government 
“in” business.

Even present dis- 
cussions in Washington between 
Lord Keynes and United States of- 
ficials has not shaken the belief 
that some type of preferential sys- 
tem will remain. 

Canada has heretofore enjoyed 
considerable tariff benefits in this 
market as compared with U. S. 
manufacturers. It is unlikely that 
this same margin will prevail in 
the future but against this, the 
Canadian market itself is now 
larger and more developed, If 
Canadian production costs con- 
tinue low, there is a good chance 
of using a Canadian plant as a

Thus Canada has become in- 
creasingly internationally-minded 
in recent years. It was a Cana- 
dian compromise plan which 
bridged the wide gap between the 
British and U. S. plans. at Bret- 
ton Woods. 

Similarly in matters of trade, 
Canada is more interested right 
now in getting world trade bar- 
riers reduced than she is even in 
making a separate deal with the 
U.S.A.-under the new Trade Agree- 
ments Act. 

Canadian officials want to make 
a new trade agreement with the 
United States just as scores of 
Canadian businessmen no’ longer 
fee] the need of as high protec- 
tive tariffs along the Canada-U:S.

Disagreement With Hitler. 


The elder Haushofer said: 
“It has been said in America 


that I was Hitler’s brain. If 
that is true then Hitler sepa- 
rated from his brain in 1938 aft- 
er Munich, after I told him 
three disagreeable things at Ru- 
dolf Hess’s home in Munich,” 

These three things are: 

“1. That the Rome- Berlin 
axis was not secure for German 
policy because it was based only 
on the Nazi-Fascist party deal 
and not on solid popular sup- 


port, 

“2. That, at the Rome meeting 
of the colonial powers in the 
autumn of 1938, which I at- 
tended as a scientific observer, 
the British and French gave me 
to understand that they were 
ready to give Germany some 
colonies in west Africa if Hitler 
would give up his pressure to 
expand eastward in Europe. Hit- 
ler did ‘not like this, 

“3. I honestly told him—and 
he reacted violently — that he 
must make a great peace ges- 
ture and call a conference to 
settle problems peacefully to 
convince the world of his good 
intentions. 

“From that time on I was per- 
sonally in disgrace and only the 
friendship of Rudolf Hess could 
save me and my family. After 
Hess's flight we were in jeop- 
ardy under Gestapo surveillance

his flight. Hess saw Hitler's at- 
tack on Russia as inevitable and 
tried to make peace in the west. 
Hess was the only one among the 
high ranking Nazis with any 
knowledge of the outside world,|

Haushofer thinks it’s unfair te 
try Hess on the same charges, in 
the Nuernberg war crimes trials, 
with such men as Julius Streicher 
or Bormann, if the latter is 
caught. 


His Idea of Germany’s Needs. 

What Germany needs now, said 
Haushofer, is “equanimity —a 
period of quiet to get down to 
work.” He added that Germans 
especially should have “a real 
outlet.” 


“It's not enough to have an out- 
let in inner politics. We don't 
want to go back to petty feuds 
between the Bavarian people's 
party and- some rival political 
unit. We must have a wider 
scope. We need good newspapers, 
written in German, and in which 
the people can believe, to tell the 
people what great things the 
United States have done in science 
and invention and to let the 
people see the whole world in- 
stead of their narrow confines.” 

Haushofer advocated a federat- 
ed Europe which he said is the 
continent's “only hope and which 
must be organized and guaran- 
teed by the United States and 
England.” 

“Confederation is the only way 
for Europe, because history has’ 
proved that any form of a tyran- 
nous set-up has failed—under Na- 
poleon and Hitler, It should be 
planned first on an_ economic 
would be no 
political resentments involved 
such as now exist against Ger- 
many.

Everybody one meets here asks 
“When are the Allied troops ar- 
riving?” People are baffled by 
the delay which has created an 
air of uncertainty and confusion, 
although the large Japanese garri- 
son which is preserving order 
seems fairly well disciplined. In- 
vidents are surprisingly few. 

The failure to bring Allied forces 
into North China is attributable 
to transportation difficulties and 
the necessity of first completing 
the liberation of the major cities 
of North China. The unstable 
condition in North China, how- 
ever, is expected to bring early 
action here. 

The most conspicuous and 
alarming external change in Pei- 
ping is the great growth of the 
Japanese civilian population, at 
present estimated to be in the 
neighborhood of 200,000. Some 
streets look like sections of Tokyo. 
Many are civilian refugees from 
Manchuria. There was near panic 
among the Japanese here during 
the Russian invasion of Manchu- 
| ria lest the Red Army move into 
' North China. MHard-boiled Rus- 
sian troops in Manchuria earned 
the fear and respect of the Japa- 
nese troops and civilians, to whom 
anything the Americans and Chi- 
nese may do to them will seem , 
soft by comparison. Yet the Rus-

An Army spokesman said Selt- 
mann went to the United States 
with his parents at the age of 10 
and that he joined the Jungen- 
schaft of the German-American 
bund in Chicago at the time of its 
founding in 1934. He returned to 


Germany in 1939.

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Current River 


Few Streams Can 
Match Its Beauty 


By Leonard Hall 


Owl’s Bend on the Current River is famiilar to most 

fishermen who float the Ozark streams. The country is not 
as primitive as it was before the highways brought it within 
reach of the Sunday driver, 
nor is the river as wild as it 
used to be in the days be- 
fore erosion started to scour 
the shallows with each high 
water and fill the deep 
holes with silt and gravel. 
Accessibility and deforesta- 
tion have shared in cutting 
down the fishing, just as 
they have in other streams 
across the continent. Yet, 
despite these facts, Current 
River still runs blue and 
clear through the rugged 
Ozark hills and has a wild 
beauty which can be 
matched on few other 
streams in America, And 
unless conditions are ex- 
ceedingly tough, a good 
fisherman can always take 
enough bass to keep the 
larder stocked. We make 
this float each year, so know the river well and are always 
interested in the changes which take place in the channel from 
season to season. On our trip this year there were five of us; 
Ear] Banks with his long boat which carried a goodly share of 
our camping gear; Glenn and Lex and Mama and I with our 
canoe, which Glenn and I took turns paddling so that everyone 
might have a chance at fishing. There was a hint of rain on 
the morning we started and we hoped for a shower to freshen 
up the river and start the bass feeding. The August drouth 
had left the stream clear and low, a condition which makes 
for poor fishing. Indeed, we considered hauling the boats 75 
miles downstream and “putting in” at Van Buren to float from 
there to Doniphan, on the theory that the bigger water might 
provide better fishing, even though it would be just as clear. 
We heard later, though, of fishermen who had made the lower 
river float that week end and caught no fish whatever, while 
we took plenty to eat.

a side valley comes a little creek to join the river and we know 
from past trips that this is “th’ mouth o’ Grassy.” Randolph 
Chute, we found, is not as treacherous asin years gone by when 
the deep channel ran down into it at right angles and was filled 
with logs and root-wads. The big Randolph Hole, once famous 
for spoon-bill catfish in the spawning season, is filling up with 
gravel instead of running 25 feet deep along its high bluff. 
Since we were taking lots of time for the trip, we stopped at 
the good live-bait holes to try our luck with minnows, and it was 
past midafternoon when we reached the Luther Williams place 
and dropped down into the two-mile stretch of fast water that 
runs clear to the mouth of Big Creek. There are few spots on 
Current River more beautiful than this rock-strewn rapid with 
the wooded hillside rising sheer on the right bank. And you 
will hardly ever float through it without taking at least one 
good bass.

During the lunch-hour we debated whether to camp 
at the mouth of Big Creek or float on down to Bee 
Bluff, a mile or so below. But there was early shade on 
the little gravel bar below the creek’s mouth and a giant 
sycamore to keep off the morning sun, so we pulled 
the boats to shore and unloaded. The sky was clear 
with just enough.clouds for a red sunset, and we 
made camp without pitching the tents. 
2 
@ EARL SET THE MINNOW TRAP and went to work 
getting a string of bass ready for the frying pan. Glenn and 
I baited our rods and cast out into the deep pool off the gravel 
bar and were soon rewarded with a pair of wall-eyed pike. We 
got the cooking fire going, the soup on, the cocktails made 
under Glenn’s expert supervision. The girls donned dry trousers 
and boots for comfort’s sake before shucking out a mass of 
roasting ears to go with the fish. Almost before we knew it, 
supper was ready and delicately browned bass were disappear- 
ing at a rate to scare a game warden. Supper over and the 
dishes washed, we piled logs on the fire, leaned back against 
our bedrolls and reminisced. I recalled an autumn night years 
ago when this particular bar was barely big enough to hold a 
bedroll and Leon and I pulled in late to make camp. The 
October moon hung like a pumpkin pie in the sky and the 
horned owls and the barred owls were calling up and down 
the valley. Leon can out-talk any owl and soon we had a dozen 
lined up along both banks of the river, hollering their heads 
off. It was bedlam let loose. 
eR =a 
Then the talk turned to the fate which seems to be 
overtaking our Ozark rivers, In all except the most 
inaccessible spots, the timber has. been stripped from 
these hills for sawlogs and railroad ties, stave bolts 
and mine props, until little is left except second-growth 
scrub. Spring and autumn the woods are fired in the 
sad misconception that this keeps down the ticks and 
improves the pasture. With the timber gone and the 
forest floor burned clean of its covering of undergrowth 
and leaf mold, each rain runs off in a matter of hours, 
carrying a heavy load of gravel down the steep hills 
and turning each tiny watercourse into a raging freshet. 
oa 
@ AND SO, YEAR BY YEAR, THE FEEDER creeks and 
springs flow less and less water, while the recurring rises that 
come with each rain destroy the breeding and feeding grounds 
of the fish and fill the bed of the stream with sand and silt. 
But perhaps all this is not important, for today there is every 
indication that other interests as shortsighted as those which 
despoiled the timber are going to turn the rushing Ozark 
streams into a series of tepid, artificial lakes with shore lines 
rising and receding across wide mud flats. A sad and typical 
end this will be for one of the nation’s most beautiful recre 


ational areas.

KANSAS CITY, Kan., Oct. 6. 
éé W ELL, how’s the most mar- 


ried man in America?” is 
the way they greet Thom- 
as H. Finigan here these days 
when he appears at bar associa- 
tion meetings and Masonic affairs. 

The tall, lanky trial lawyer takes 
it all with a grin. Forty-seven 
times in less than three years, 
Finigan has ambled over to the 
Wyandotte County Courthouse 
here to stand up with the bride 
of an overseas service man in a 
proxy marriage ceremony peculiar 
to Kansas. 

‘ Shortly before VJ-day he was 
getting married as often as twice 
a week. He believed the war’s end 
would put a damper on the some 
30 proxy weddings 
ahead. Instead, he now has taken 
an assistant. She is his wife, Mrs. 
Lela Finigan, to whom he has been 
happily married for 21 years last 
Valentine’s day. 

Already Mrs. Finigan has stood 
up with two returned veterans 
whose wives now are on the way 
here from other countries. Soon 
she will stand up again with a 
marine from Virginia who will 
come here for a proxy marriage 
to his girl in Melbourne, Australia. 
Her associates in Eastern Star 
meetings are beginning to banter, 
“How _many husbands have you 
now ?” 

Brides have come here for proxy 
marriage ceremonies from about 
one-half of the states. These in- 
clude Illinois, Ohio, Wisconsin, 
Missouri, Oklahoma, Nebraska, 
Minnesota, Iowa, North and South 
Carolina, New York, Virginia and 
California, 

Finigan became involved in the 
marriage by proxy business be- 
cause someone in’ the Attorney 
General’s office in Washington 
had a niece who desired to marry 
an overseas service man. After 
checking all the state laws, it ap- 
peared that Kansas was the only 
state which had a marriage-by- 
proxy law. Texas and New Mex- 
ico permit such a ceremony by 
telephone hook-ups. A letter was 
sent to the president of the Wy- 
andotte County Bar Association, 
which-at that time, 1943, was Fini- 
gan,

| N checking the possibility, as re- 


quested, Finigan found there was 

such a law. He consulted his 
former law partner, now Judge 
Clark E. Tucker, of the Wyandotte 
County Probate Court. « Judge 
Tucker said the law appeared to 
be perfectly constitutional, but 
that few judges in the state ever 
had been willing to perform a 
proxy ceremony. 

Finigan then checked up with 
the attorney general of Kansas, 
then wrote back to Washington 
that the girl might be married in 
Kansas, if she desired the cere-

mony, but would have to come to 
the state, as the presence of one 
of the parties concerned was re- 
quired.

“I also know a girl who wants 
to be married to a sailor,” she 
wrote.

The next thing Finigan knew, 
he was standing up before Judge 
Tucker with the Chicago girl in 
proxy marriage No, 2. 

Now the number has grown so 
that Finigan has to call in his 
secretary at times to learn the 
name and address of the last 
bride. He has great folders of 
proxy marriage correspondence, 
Even Judge Tucker at times calls 
Finigan aside after a proxy cere- 
mony and inquires, “What’s this, 
Tom—number forty-five or forty-

INIGAN has been informed one 
feos the early marriages is head- 

ing toward divorce. It presents 
quite a problem. The bride already 
was a mother at the time of the 
proxy marriage. The overseas fa- 
ther and husband does not desire 
to return and live with his family. 
The girl desires a divorce. 

“Kansas law requires she be a 
resident one year,” Finigan points 
out. “She has no grounds for 
divorce in her own state. There 
are some discretionary powers in 
annulment in Kansas_ courts, 
especially where it can be shown 
that there was some fraudulent 
intent by one party to the marri- 
age. The husband says he never 
intended to live with her and that 
the marriage was only for the 
sake of the child. 

“I now must point out to the 
girl that an annulment, once 
granted, is the same as if she 
never was married—it’s a peculiar 
legal situation.” 

The proxy marriage brides come 
from all economic and educational 
levels. Romance is the prime 
factor. 

Finigan laughs when fellow 
Kansans twit him about why he 
always is chosen as the proxy. 
He says it is because all his 
friends are too bashful to help

out And stand in for the cere- 
mony, which he now knows by 
heart. But his friends and associ- 
ates declare Finigan looks the 
part and is a proxy of which any 
bride may be proud, 

He stands 6 feet 1 inch in his 
socks. He is a veteran of World 
War I and carries his height with 
something of a military bearing 
at the ceremonies. His hair and 
small mustache are graying. He 
dresses well, His suit may be a 
neat plaid of gray and brown, 
worn with a rust and green tie, 
but his shirt and handkerchief 
are white. He is a thirty-second 
degree Mason and is state liaison 
chairman of the American Legion.

VEN the frequent misspelling 
E of his name fails to disturb the 
™ good nature of Finigan, who 
says: “Somebody always is spelling 
it Finnegan and trying to make an 
Irishman of me.” Then he adds, 
“My father was born in Belfast, 
Ireland, but I’m a native of Kan- 
sas City, Kansas.” 

This same ready laugh is on 
hand when Finigan hears another 
of the stories which have sprung 
up in connection with his many 
trips to the court as a proxy 
bridegroom, 

One of these is that a pretty 
bride called him Joe, the name of 
her feal husband and insisted that 
he attend a swank wedding re- 
ception following the ceremony. 
The champagne there was too 
much for the lawyer who rarely 
drinks, so the story goes, and 
when he got home he addressed 
Mrs. Finigan as “Elizabeth,” which 
is not her name. 

“There was a bride named Eliza- 
beth and she was very pretty,” he 
explains. “She did have a recep- 
tion, but I didn’t go. And I didn’t 
call my wife by that name. But 
it does make a funny story, all 
right.” 

There is another story about 
how Finigan paced the floor of a 
maternity ward all one night. He 
gets a laugh out of that, too. 

“The truth of the matter is 
that I did visit a maternity hos- 
pital over in Missouri one night,” 
he said, “A young country girl 
was there awaiting the birth of 
an overseas serviceman’s child. 
They both wanted to be married 
before the baby was born and the 
time was getting near. 

“A few days later I stood up 
with her in a proxy'=mar- 
riage. We both were nervous, but 
the baby wisn’t born until] the 
next day when she was safely 
back at the maternity home and 
a very happy girl.” 

That experience, he pointed out, 
led to one of the various excur- 
sions into law which he had made 
due to his proxy marriage inter- 
ests. The girl needed funds for 
her care. He investigated and 
learned that the government 
would provide for the wife’s care 
if she were pregnant when the 
husband was in one of the four 
lower pay groups of the services, 
or an aviation cadet, a prisoner 
of war, missing in action or dead, 

He now subscribes to a vet- 
erans’ information service which 
aids in keeping up on new prob- 
lems which may arise.

Finigan as a stand-in at proxy 

marriages to overseas men, The 
first was a surprise when he met 
her at the courthouse. The sec- 
ond, after preliminary  corre- 
spondence, informed him it was 
not fair that he should not know 
that she was “a little Negro girl.”

“She was anything but little 
when she arrived,” he said. “But 
she was a good and intelligent 
young girl.” 

Finigan, a successful trial law- 
yer, will never get rich from his 
proxy marriage fees.

with the suggestion she buy some- 
thing for the child, He also “puts 
the bee” on Judge Tucker to re- 
fund what he pays him. 

“Some of these girls -can’t af- 
ford much and have paid legal 
fees at home and the cost of com- 
ing here,” he says. “And the boys 
in service don’t make enough to 
be able to help much either.” 

On the other hand, some of the 
brides wear orchids, are well 
dressed and have friends assem- 
bled for a celebration after the 
ceremony. College friends of one 
such bride even gave her a rice 
shower at the courthouse—only 
they couldn’t get rice and substi- 
tuted soap powder, which sifted 
through Finigan’s hair and cloth- 
ing. 

Mothers sometimes come with 
the brides and weep through the 
ceremony and are thrilled and 
laughing after, just as in conven- 
tional weddings, Finigan has ob- 
served. Brides usually are a bit 
nervous. They never tarry long. 
Mostly they arrive here, want the 
ceremony immediately and take a 
train or plane back home soon 


afterward.

OW Finigan has two enthusi- 
N astic invitations from distant 
households where the husband 
has returned from overseas. He 
has little correspondence with the 
couples after the ceremony and 
these happy letters pleased him, 
but he has no time for visiting. 

On inquiry about a proxy mar- 
riage, Finigan informs the inter- 
ested person that the man must 
be 21 years old and the girl 18 to 
meet Kansas requirements, or 
have the consent of parents if be- 
tween 16 and 21 or 16 and 18 re- 
spectively. He gets the names of 
the parents of the couple desiring 
proxy marriage. He then mails the 
power of attorney form to the 
man or woman overseas, changing 
it to conform to national laws if 
one party is a citizen of another 
country. 

In one case a nervous bride and 


her parents arrived without the 
written consent of the  bride- 
groom's parents. He was overseas. 
The document was left at home 
in the excitement of getting away. 
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in the home town and obtained 
promise that the required 
document would be in the next 
mail, The home was in the north- 
west part of the country. Then he 
telephoned the bridegroom’s par- 
ents in Massachusetts, talked with 
the father and also obtained con- 
firmation by telegram. The cere- 
mony followed.

The government and the armed 
services have recognized the legal- 
ity of the proxy marriages. Allot- 
ments have been granted, also de- 
pendency benefits. But one wor- 
ried young husband in the Pacific 
theater has _ written frantically 
that his commanding officer in 
the Marines refuses to recognize 
the proxy marriage and is holding 
back the allotment application, 

“I have written this officer that 
immigration authorities, the serv- 
ices and the attorney generals of 
the United States and of Kansas 
have recognized the validity of 
these proxy marriages,” Finigan 
said. “But if he knows anything 
to the contrary, I have told him 
we all will be waiting to hear.” 


Such incidents as these, Finigan 
declares, just make law a more 
fascinating profession. He planned 
to become an electrical engineer, 
but was diverted by the award of 
a law school scholarship. He re- 
ceived his law education and 
training at the Kansas City School 
of Law, the University of Chicago 
and the University of Kansas. 

“IT enjoy law and my mind 
works that way,” Finigan says. 
“As a handyman around a home, 
I’m a bust.

ROSEBUD, S. D., Oct. 6. 
he celebration was being held 
in a little white church which 
nestled among the rolling hills 

of South Dakota, deep within the 
reservation. The members of a 
Sioux Indian community were 
gathered to celebrate the return 
of a young Indian soldier from 


overseas, 

The benches of the church didn’t 
sit in orderly rows facing the 
altar. Instead they were placed 
around the walls so that everyone 
sat facing the center. The old 
women sat with blankets around 
their shoulders, bands around 
their heads and their long black 
hair in braids. Many of the older 
men wore their hair in two braids 
which reached to their shoulders, 
and one of them smoked a sort 
of facsimile of a traditional Indian 
pipe, made by placing the stem 
and bowl of a polished briar pipe 
on either end of a long, carved 
stem. 

The welcoming speeches were 
made in the Sioux language. The 
Speeches made by the visiting 


white men were translated 
through a young Indian inter- 
preter. Yet when two little Indian 
girls, as part of the program, 
stood before the honored young 
Indian and repeated in unison 
The Lord’s Prayer and the Hail 
Mary, it was in English. 


When the food was served, the 
members of the tribal council, 
the preacher and other dignitaries 
sat at a table inside the church 
and ate roast beef and potatoes 
and gravy and apple pie from 
white china with knives and 
forks. The rank and file squatted 
on the ground outside and ate 
stew with their fingers, followed 
it with copious quantities of 
chokeberry mush, a sort of dessert 
much relished by the Indians, It 
was a strange mixture of the old 
and new, which expresses pretty 
well the state of the American 
Indian today. 

Right now the attention of the 
Indian Affairs Office and of in- 
dividuals and societies who devote 
themselves to the welfare of the 
Indian is focused on the young 
man with skin the color of his 
uniform for whom the celebra- 
tion is being held. What is going 
to be his future? His and the 
many others who have, during 
the war, left the reservations to 
fight for their country and to 
work in war plants. 
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HEY are beginning to come 
Tse now. Nearly 25,000 young 

Indians have been serving in all 
branches of the Armed Forces, 
Many of them became commission- 
ed officers. Several hundred In- 
dian women were in the women’s 
branches of the Armed Forces. 
Indians hold virtually all decora- 
tions, including two awards of 
the Congressional Medal of Honor. 
The records of the Indians Affairs 
Office show that 71 received the 
Air Medal, 51 received the Silver 
Star, 47 got Bronze Stars and 34 
earned the Distinguished Flying 
Cross. 

Not only do they have a notable 
record for service, but virtually 
all of them, rather than it to 
be drafted, enlisted in the Armed 
Forces, To an Indian it is some- 
thing of a disgrace to have to be 
drafted to fight for his country. 


In addition to the members of 
the Armed Fofces, some 45,000 
Indians left the reservation to 
work in war plants. Not for the 
high wages, but because the In- 
dian feels it his duty to do what 
he can when his country is at war. 
Many of them, in fact, found it 
rougher going in the cities and 
towns where they worked than on 
the reservation, but they stuck it 
out as long as the plants needed 
them, and they are leaving with 
the highest recommendations of 
their employers as workers. 


It is the hope of-the Indian 
Affairs Office that the Indian 
soldier and the war plant worker, 
having proved to themselves that 
the Indian can make a place for 
himself and be accepted as an in- 
dividual, will form a nucleus of a 
sentiment among the younger 
generation of Indians which will 
in time make the Indian entirely 
independent of the federal govern- 
ment and make the dndian reser- 
vation a thing of the past.

the Indian Affairs Office,” says 
Assistant Commissioner William 
Zimmerman, “to eventually work 
ourselves right out of a job.” 

If they succeed in doing it, it 
will be a long and slow process. 
The Indian situation is a compli- 
cated one, brought about by years 
of misunderstanding and misman- 
agement by the government, It 
has only been during the last de- 
cade or so that the Indian Affairs 
Office itself has come to realize 
this, and to set about undoing the 
wrong. The Indian Reconversion 
Act of 1943 put an end to many 
evils in the administration of In- 
dian affairs, and the act has been 
furthered by the Indian rehabilita- 
tion program which is now under 
way. 


But even in rehabilitation, the 
Indian Affairs Office finds itself 
hampered by many factors, not the 
least of which is the shortage of 
land and the almost hopelessly 
muddled state of Indian land 
ownership. There are some 330,- 
000 Indians in the country today, 
ranging from full blood (about 30 
percent) down tec one-sixty-fourth 
blood. They are scattered over 26 
states. In 1887 they owned 130,- 
000,000 acres of land. Today they 
own less than 52,000,000. And what 
they do own is for the most part 
so broken up and _ = =scattered 
through the evils of the allotment 
system that it is of little practical 
value to the owners, 


It has taken the Indian Affairs 
Office 10 years of diligent effort 
to rehabilitate 13,000 families. And 
it is now faced with the realization 
that, due to the shortage of land, 
it can't, even with the support of 
congress and public opinion, as- 
sure more than 50 percent of the 
total Indian population a decent 
standard of American living. Even 
now about two-thirds of the In- 
dian population is completely land- 
less or without enough land to 
make a living: 


ee 


find themselves helpless vic- 

tims of the allotment system 
which went into effect in 1887-and 
remained in effect until 1934, and 
which proved one of the greatest 
obstacles in history toward the 
progress of the Indians. 

The act provided that every 
Indian, whether he wanted it or 
not, would be given 160 acres of 
his reservation to own in fee 
simple, thus giving him all the 
property rights a white man 
would have. The system proved 
to have many faults, not the least 
of which was the division of the 
land through inheritance, the re- 
sults of which have now, after 
several generations, reached a 
fantastic and almost unbelievable 
state.

death of the original allottee. He 
may divide his allotment among 
six heirs, They, upon their deaths, 
will divide their share among as 
many more heirs, and so on, for 
several generations. 

As a result of this system, many 
young Indians today, having in- 
herited bits of land from several 
forebears, may find themselves in 
possession of enough land to farm, 
if it were in one spot. But the 
pieces of land may range in size 
froma hundredth of an acre to 25 
acres, and the various tracts may 
be scattered over a_ reservation 
300 miles long and 200 miles wide, 
Consequently the Indian is dis- 
couraged from trying to farm 
himself, and he, and the other 
owners of a tract lease it instead 
and try to live on the lease money. 
Thousands of acres of Indian land 
lay idle because the heirship has 
become too involved to be traced. 

At Rosebud Reservation, the 
Sioux Indians, aided:by the reser- 
vation superintendent, Claude 
Whitlock, have worked out a sys- 
tem which, while it is not a com- 
plete solution to the problem, is 
the most workable yet offered. It 
is called a “Tribal Land Enter- 
prise.” Through it, an Indian may 
acquire land equal to what he 
owns, all in one piece, He first 
runs down his various heirships, 
and turns them in to the tribal 
council, which in return’ gives 
him certificates to the value of 
the land and assigns to him the 
same number of acres in one 
piece, It is a life-time assign- 
ment, equivalent to direct owner- 
ship,:and upon his death he can 
name the heir to whom he wants 
it assigned. But it must be as- 
signed in one piece. 
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F the 3,400,000 acres in Rose- 
Q() ive Reservation, 1,200,000 are 

owned by the Indians. The sys- 
tem is now in its second year, 
and already there are 184 Indians 
enrolled in the plan, with 70,000 
acres involved, and 400 more have 
made application. The. Indians 
who have enrolled now have 
enough land to go into the cattle 
business, and many of them have 
found independence for the first 
time in their lives. 

While the enterprise is a step 
in the right direction it can never 
be a full solution of the problem 
because they will run out of land 
long before every Indian gets 
enough to earn a living. There 
is, of course, nothing to keep an 
Indian on a reservation if he 
wants to leave. Contrary to what 
many people think, a reservation 
has nothing in common with a 
concentration camp. Indians are 
free to come and go as they 
please. Many now leave the res- 
ervation from time to time, to 
work in the beet field and potato 
fields in Nebraska, and now and 
then an Indian leaves the reser- 
vation forever. 

Further, Indians are _ citizens 
with all the rights of any other 
citizen, with two exceptions. Their 
land is held in trust and they can- 
not sell it unless they get the 
trust removed. The other excep- 
tion is that for the Indian pro- 
hibition is still in effect. It is

against the law to sell a drink or 
a bottle of liquor to an Indian, 
either on or off the reservation. 

The Indian Affairs Office, the 
superintendents of reservations 
and the tribal councils agree that 
the restriction should be removed, 
and it is possible that it will be. 

But it should be borne in mind 
by those who point to it as an ex- 
ample of oppression that the law 
was enacted at the request of 
members of tribal councils many 
years ago.

Y leaving the reservation, the 
B inainn gives up many things, 

things which most of them have 
come to not only accept, but pre- 
fer. His land is exempt from tax- 
ation. He receives free medical 
care and education for hig chil- 
dren, and the superintendent and 
his staff take care of all his af- 
fairs. It is agreed, of course, that 
the paternalistic pattern of res- 
ervation life has in the past done 
nothing to encourage the Indian 
to stand on his own feet. 

These are only some of the 
things which the returning Indian 
veteran and the returning Indian 
war worker are coming home too. 
The streets of the reservation are 
dotted nowadays with returning 
soldiers. Among them is Sam Dear 
Killer, a tall, strong, full-blooded 
young Sioux who fought in Africa, 
Sicily and Italy. He is just back 
from 26 months overseas, 

“Sure,” he says, “in combat the 
first thing you think of is home. 
That’s what we all think of.” 

I asked him if he thought. of 
home in terms of an Indian res- 
ervation, or in terms of being 
united with his family again. 

“Both,” he said. “I have no de- 
sire to leave the reservation. I 
want to stay around home. I 
know some of the boys would 


out in the country, 
but not me. This is my home.” 

Sam Bear Killer finished the 
tenth grade, which is above aver- 
age for young Indians. Most of 
them quit school before they fin- 
ish the eighth grade. He is now 
taking a self-teaching high school 
course, and when he finishes 
that he plans to go on to college. 

“I'm going to study agriculture,” 
he says, “and come back and raise 
cattle. I got 80 acres in one 
piece, and parts of several] other 
allotments.” 

The state of mind of the young 
Indian, who is torn between the 
reservation and the outside world 
is best expressed by, Vincent Brok- 
en Rope, who haf just been dis- 
charged from tWe infantry. He 
fought in France and Germany 
and was wounded twice. Vincent 
is different from most of the 
young Indians in that. several 
years ago he left the reservation 
and worked as counsellor in a 
boy’s camp in the east. There he 
discovered for the first time that 
the Indian is not looked upon by 
white men as a member of an in- 
ferior race, and it gave him the 
self-confidence which most young 
Indians lack when they think 
about leaving the reservation. 

“Once you're out, you should 
stay out,” he says, “and = never 
come back, There's something 
about reservation life that gets in 
your blood. You lose your ambi- 
tion, or something. The Indian 
depends on the government too 
much. It makes him lazy. But 
once he gets out and has to make 
his own way, he usually can do it. 
You see others working, and you 
do as they do, live as they live. 

“Take me. When [I first got out 
of the Army a month ago and 
came back to the reservation, I 
didn’t like it. I only planned to

I could see its 
drawbacks. I had ambitions. But 
already I can feel it getting into 
my blood If I don’t get away 
soon, I may never leave.” 

There are those who advocate 
“freeing the American Indian.” 
Even in the service there is some 
talk of a graduation system 
whereby Indians who have less 
than a quarter Indian blood, a 
high school education and are 
competent to manage their own 
affairs, will be “graduated” from 
the reservation and from the 
guardianship of the Government, 
But this can be done only with 
consent of the tribes themselves, 
because it is they who decide who 
are Indians and any man enrolled 
with a tribe is an Indian, 

To “set the Indians free” is the 
ultimate goal of everyone, but it 
is obvious that it can only be ace 
complished, not by a decree say- 
ing they are free, but by educate 
ing the Indian to the point where 
he can be independent. Perhaps 
the word should be “re-education.” 
It means undoing all that hag 
been done in making the Indian 
dependent upon the government, 
then starting out to teach him 


self-reliance. 
fs, fee 
B moval of all restrictions would 
be nothing short of tragic. Many 
of them still live in. a state of ex- 
treme poverty, and can’t even 
treme poverty, and can’t even Speak 
English, They would be thrown on 
the relief rolls of the counties and 
states in which they live, and 
those states, which have always 
considered the Indian Uncle Sam's 
problem, are opposed to having 
anything to do with them. Tuber 
culosis is prevalent, and despite 
the establishment of modern hos- 
pitals on the reservations, 
equipped with competent staffs, 
little progress has been made in 
stamping out the flisease because 
of the nature of the Indian hime 
self As long as he feels not too 
bed he refuses treatment. He will 
not go to a sanitorium because 
he won't leave his family. 

In many reservations there are 
still a number of medicine men. 
Although most of the Indians 
have, to a large extent, accepted 
the white man’s medicine, super- 
stition is far from dead and the 
medicine man still exerts quite an 
influence amone some tribes. 

Educational difficulties are 
many. Advances have been made, 
of course, ard young Indians are 
no lonver teken awav from their 
families and placed in boarding 
schools on the theory that com- 
plete removal from the race would 
make white men of them. Grade 
schools and elementary schools 
are provided and edueation is 
compulsory, but enforcement is 
vague and lax and not many fin- 
ish grade school, 

The Indian by nature is not a 
worrier about the future or even 
tomorrow. Which may exnlain in 
part whv he comes to the hos 
pitel suffering every ailment pe- 
culinr to the white man--excent 
one. They never find a neurotic 
Indian. 

So what the Indian G.T. comes 
home to isn’t much. The average 
Indian lives in a one-room house 
made of mud and logs and, more 
often than not, there are two and 
three families in each hut. The 
majority of them try to live on 
their small share of the lease 
money from allotted lands, others 
try to eke out a living on a few 
acres, but ee of them earn a 
living as day laborers. An an- 
nual income of $500 is a big one. 
Many of them apnarently will 
drift back into the same mode of 
life they left, the life of their 
fathers and their grandfathers, 
Maybe others will do something 

about it.

This is not sending the Rey-| 
nolds men to the water-cooler to} 
take a headache tablet. Instead | 
they are well-launched on a pro-| 
gram to convince manufacturers, 
that aluminum’s light weight, and | 
its war-found new strength should | 
be put to work in old products| 
and turning out new ones. | 

At Louisville, where the cor-| 
poration does much fabricating, | 
David Reynolds, a son, does the 
talking. Research is done here 
and at Richmond, Va., headquar- | 
ters. 

100 New Products Envisioned. | 

David Reynolds talks of at least 
100 new uses for. the metal. Rey- | 
nolds is in the mfdst of selling | 
aluminum to manufacturers of | 
freight cars, autos, and trucks as) 
the preferred metal. To prove| 
the thesis, the company is turning | 
out many free test models. 

It has 30 aluminum freight cars | 
on the road for testing. The cars| 
weigh four and a half ‘tons less | 
than steel freight cars. In a 
train of 100 cars that means 450) 
tons less weight and hence less | 
fuel consumption. , 

Reynolds is testing a new alu- 
minum container half the size of | 
a freight car. It can be loaded 
at the factory. Two such contain- | 
ers, set on a railroad flat-car look 
just like a freight car, The con- | 
tainer, equipped with hydraulic | 
jacks, can be loaded from factory | 
platforms to flat cars, ships or | 
planes, with only one man around. | 

Before the war Reynolds turned 
out a metak foil. The Army used 
aluminum foil for packaging 
everything from food to valuable 
machinery, because it shuts out | 
light and moisture and repels heat | 
and cold. 

Soon that foil will be in stores | 
in rolls like paper towels. It can | 
wrap anything from half an onion 
to what's left of the Sunday | 
chicken. In the refrigerator it | 
keeps out both light and dors of | 
other foods. The packages can | 
be dropped into pots with water | 
and cooked that way much quick- 
er, holding in the juices. 

Other Products of Research. 

Reynolds worked out aluminum | 
step-ladders (you can lift them on | 
your thumb) and-five concerns are | 
preparing to market them. 

The research department has | 
turned out an aluminum and wood 
lamination which it believes will 
be used for building houses since 
it acts as an insulation and repels 
termites. It comes in colors. 

Reynolds now is trying to con- 
vince steel men that steel sheets, 
girders and rods coated with alu- 


minum will not rust and therefore 
won't have to be painted periodi- 
cally.

They 
are among 17,000 to 20,000 Army men being 
discharged daily throughout the country un- 
der a rapidly accelerating demobilization 
program, designed to have more than 2,000,- 
000 veterans out of uniform by Christmas, 
6,000,000 by next July 1. Discharges are 
scheduled to exceed 25,000 daily in the next 
few weeks; Reconversion Director John W. 
Snyder said last week they will pass 1,000,000 
a month by November. Acceleration is being 
achieved by expanding separation facilities, 
lowering points required for release. Points 
needed were cut from 80 to 70 on October 1, 
will go down to 60 on November 1. 
Separation center at Jefferson Barracks is 
one of the largest among 22—to become 26 by 
November 1—in the nation. It handles mostly 
men enlisted from Missouri and lowa, has, 
however, processed soldiers from other centers 
that fell behind schedules. From activation 
on October 15, 1944, to last October 1, it 
processed more than 42,500 officers and en- 
listed men.
